Coal strike settlement 


NEW YORK ( U P I )—N egotiators for the United Mine W orkers 
i UMW i and the nation's bituminous coal m ine com panies agreed on a 
tentative wage settlem ent F riday with Gov. Arch Moore of West 
Virginia acting as m ed iator and continued bargaining into the night to 
resolve the single outstanding issue blocking an end to the 42-day 
strike in 22 states. 
Moore indicated the w age increase would be la rg e r than the 5.5 per 
cent White House guideline for pay hikes and would require a coal 
price rise. 
The coal com panies raised their prices 22 per cent last 
year.

P rices on perfum e will increase 
a fte r President Nixon's freeze ends 
tonight, but foodstuffs and most 
other consum er products will clock 
through Lompoc cash registers with 
much the sa m e beat as before Aug 
13. 
That w as the indication gained 
from a random poll of m erchants 
yesterday. 
Karl 
Braun, 
proprietor 
of 
a 
pharm acy at Ocean Avenue and H 
Street said it was inevitable that the 
cost of perfum e would increase, 
because m uch of it is im ported He 
plans no other im m ediate increases, 
but expects the wholesale price of 
som e products will go up shortly. 
If 
anything, the situation next 
week could 
be m ore stable tor 
Braun than before Nixon announced 
his freeze in August. 
' Before 
the 
freeze 
I 
had 
to 
increase the consum er price on a 
num ber of item s every week, ' he 
said. 
Spokesm en for Jo rd an o 's M arket 
in

headquarters said there w ere no 
plans for im m ediate hikes in the 
prices of foodstuffs. 
The position was echoed by the 
proprietor of the independent L F E 
M arket at Cypress Avenue and I 
Street. 
The cost of eating in restau ran ts 
may also be stable at least for the 
balance of the year, it the check of 
one restaurant is any guide. Bob 
Orr. proprietor of the Lodge Coffee 
Shop at 925 N. H St., plans no 
im m ediate increase in the cost of 
dining. 
"It costs about $300 to change our 
menus, 
O rr said yesterday 
"If 
there is a radical rise in the cost of 
m eat trom the wholesaler, I d have

change his prices. 
P rices of clothing and sundries 
also appeared holding the line at 
preseni levels.

—The 1971 legislature set 
the 
all-time 
record 
for 
longevity Friday and hooky- 
playing 
lawmakers 
cele­ 
brated by staying away in 
droves. 
The legislature has been 
in session for 313 calendar 
days, surpassing the long 
1940 session by one day. 
Lawmakers hope to adjourn 
by Thanksgiving, or at least 
Christmas. 
The current legislature 
long ago set a record for the 
longest continuous 
single 
session. 
The 
1940 
legislature’s longevity was 
spread over several special 
sessions. 
Nobody took official note 
of the occasion. In fact, no 


major 
business 
was 
conducted 
in either the 
Senate or Assembly because 
28 
assemblymen 
were 
absent 
as 
were 
nine 
senators. 
Five of the Assembly ab­ 
sentees waived their normal 
$30-a-day, tax-free expense 
allowance. 
So 
did 
one 
senator. 
The others were excused 
on “ legislative business” or 
because of illness and were 
entitled to keep their daily 
allotment. 
Some members of both 
houses complained about 
their absent colleagues. At 
times, a quorum wasn’t 
even present as lawmakers 
left to return home to their 
districts. 


Senate votes exemption 
higher than Nixon request 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
—The Senate went beyond 
what President Nixon asked 
and voted Friday to cut 
everybody’s federal income 
tax in 1972 and future years 
by increasing the personal 
exemption to $800. 
The proposal was adopted 
by a 40-37 vote. It must be 
reconciled with a House bill 
that would increase the 
exemption to only $750 in 
line with Nixon’s request. 
The exemption had been 
scheduled under current law 
to reach that level for 1973 
income. 
The exemption for this 
year’s income is now $650 
but other provisions of the 
tax bill would raise it to 
$675. 
A taxpayer subtracts the 
exemption for himself and 
each of his dependents from 
his 
year’s 
income 
to 
calculate 
his 
taxable 
income. 
The Senate action would 
mean a tax cut of about $50 
for an average family of 
four with a taxable income 
of about $12,000. It would 
deprive 
the 
federal 
.Treasury 
of 
about 
$1.8 
billion a year in revenue. 
All Senate additions to the 
House-passed tax bill are 
subject 
to action 
by a 
House-Senate 
conference 
committee. The House bill 
would reduce business and 
individual taxes by $15.5 
billion in the next three 
years 
to 
stim ulate 
consumer 
spending 
and 
business investment in new 
equipment 
and 
export 
activities.

Sen. 
Warren 
Magnuson, 
D- 
Wash., 
to 
pay 
unemployment 
compensation

effective in about 15 states

It was adopted on a vote of 
41-36, with Republicans and 
Southern

The Magnson amendment 
would increase federal costs 
by $1.5 billion for the first 
year and increase taxes paid

their 
payrolls by an estimated 
$400 million. 
The administration fought 
it on the ground that it 
would result in higher taxes 
for businesses at the very 
time 
it 
is 
seeking 
to 
stimulate

recovery by lowering the 
business tax burden. 
Sen. Jack Miller, R-Iowa, 
unsuccessfully proposed to 
pay extended benefits in any

Monroe brings healing powers to Knicks 


The Doctor and his bag of tricks

MILWAUKEE—(NEA)—When Earl Monroe limps off 
into the orange, round-ball sunset at career’s end, let us 
hope he will eventually donate his body to science so that 
it may be dissected and marveled at by students of an­ 
atomy and basketball nuts alike. 
Probing, one will surely find coils for tendons, springs 
for muscles, jumping jacks for corpuscles, a spark-plug 
for a heart, antennae inside ears, a radar set for eyes, 
rubber bands inside legs and, in the arms, the stuffing 
that wings are made of. 
A very improbable human specimen. A very improb­ 
able basketball player. He has been called Magic, Doc­ 
tor, Slick, Batman, Black Jesus and, most often, Earl the 
Pearl. Also, Earl the Whirl, for his moves. Earl the Hurl, 
for his shooting. Earl the Skirl, for the way he draws 
fouls. When he played at Winston-Salem College, he was 
the subject of a chanting ode (with apologies to Ogden 
Nash): 
Earl, Earl, Earl the Pearl 
Earl, Earl, best in the worl'. 


Earl is so good he makes a joke of the game, which 
may be why he actually has visions of some day becom­ 
ing a stand-up comedian. He is also an amateur magician 
and has performed such feats as running a sword through 
Baltimore Bullet teammate Fred Carter’s throat at half- 
time of a late-season game. And before the play-offs he 
began taking hypnosis courses. It is obvious he com­ 
municates with a world most of us know nothing about, 
and of which not even he is totally cognizant. 
“I don't think anybody can anticipate what I’m going 
to do,” he says. “How can anybody anticipate what I’m 
going to do when I don’t know what I’m going to do my­ 
self until I do it?” 
He has one shot that he describes as a double-pump. 
What it is, is that he goes up into the air to shoot, see, 
and then he stays up there and kind of counts the house 
awhile, then tucks the ball under his arm and takes an­ 
other step up on his invisible ladder and eventually 
shoots. Invariably he gets fouled. Invariably it’s a three- 
point play. 
Another interesting play is when he dribbles toward his 
basket as he faces the other basket. His team clears out 
one side for him. And he bounces the ball until about two 
seconds are left on the 24 second clock. Then he shoots 
without looking at his basket. Two more points. 
"The only way you can stop him,” said the Knicks’ 
Walt Frazier, “is to hit him over the head with a build- 
ing.” 
Not really. He plays with arthritic knees so bad that 
he walks with a drunken sailor’s wobble.

HOLLYWOOD—(NEA)—Motion pictures, these days, 
are not family entertainment. And John Schlesinger 
thinks that is the way it should be. 
Family entertainment,” says the brilliant English 
director, “ belongs right where it is—on the goggle box.” 
But movies are something else. He thinks movies 
should be special, shown in smaller theaters to specialized 
audiences who appreciate them. 
And he believes that directors should simply try to 
make movies for these special audiences and not aim 
at making blockbusters. 
“If they want to make money,” Schlesinger says, "let 
them do what I do—I make TV commercials. I wouldn’t 
want to do that constantly, but it’s ideal for my purpose.” 
Even though he maintains he doesn’t set out to make 
huge sums of money on his films, he manages to do that 
anyway. Although he has had some flops—“Far From the 
Madding Crowd’ comes to mind immediately—he has also 
made “Darling” and “ Midnight Cowboy,” which were of 
profound benefit to his exchequer. 
And now he has “Sunday Bloody Sunday,” which 
threatens to be one of ’71’s major hits. 
Schlesinger says he works slowly, and the idea for 
“Sunday Bloody Sunday”—a love triangle that involves 
a woman and two men—has been stewing in his mind 
for some years. He was seeking some way to follow 
“Darling,” another type of love story. 
The idea, he says, evolved after many conversations 
with Joseph Janni, his producer, and Penelope Gilliatt, 
who wrote it. 
"I had a lot to do with the writing, too,” he says. “I 
suppose I could get a writer’s credit on it, but my name 
over the title is enough.” 
The original title was supposed to be just “Bloody 
Sunday,” but they decided that many people would think 
the “Bloody” meant gore instead of what it was, the 
English vulgarism for awful. So they stuck another “Sun­ 
day” in front and, although Schlesinger isn’t too happy 
with the title, it apparently doesn’t matter. 
Now he’s preparing his next, “Hadrian VII,” based on 
the hit play but even more based on the original book 
" I ’m not sure where we’ll shoot it,” he says, “but 
probably not in Rome. I don’t want a literal Vatican, 
but rather a fantasy Vatican, and one doesn’t need to 
go to Rome for that ” 
Schlesinger says he is depressed with the current state 
of the British film industry, particularly with the English 
methods of advertising, promoting and exhibiting films 
“In England,” he says, “they still think in terms of a 
family show in theaters, with a long, boring program 
complete with a double bill and a boring cartoon and a 
boring documentary, too. And a lot of time in between 
so you can go out and buy lousy ice cream and fake 
orangeade.” 
More and more, to counter that philosophy, he is taking 
a firm hand with the way his films are advertised and 
promoted. 
“I don’t do this to make money primarily,” he says, 
“but so the film will be successful and thus enable me to 
have the freedom to make another film my own way.” 
He has had that freedom since “ Midnight Cowboy” but 
sometimes regrets it. He says that “Midnight Cowboy" 
has been “a millstone around mv neck.”

Jewelry on the rocks

Legend has it that if a 
handsome prince kisses a 
bewitched frog, it will turn 
into a beautiful princess. 
The touch of a polishing 
wheel on an ordinary rock 
can perform the sam e sort 
of amazing transformation. 
The rock changes into an 
exquisite stone. 
Ed Morris, Deputy Chief 
of the Information Division 
at Vandenberg, is just such 
a magician. He starts with a 
dull 
piece 
of 
rock 
and 
c r e a te s 
h a n d -c ra fte d 
jewelry using the polished 
stone for a setting. 
Ed 
has 
been a 
“ rock 
hound 
for about 12 years. 
Originally 
he looked 
for 
unusual specimens of rock, 
took them home and shined 
them up on his lapidary 
unit. 
The lapidary and tum bler 
are the basic tools of rock 
collectors. A lapidary unit 
includes a saw to cut and 
trim a rock, grinding stones 
to shape them, a sanding 


wheel 
for 
p relim in ary 
smoothing and a polishing 
head to add the final shine. 
The tum bler does just what 
the 
name 
sounds 
like, 
tumbles the rocks around 
until the friction polishes 
the rough surface. 
After several years of 
simply finding rocks and 
polishing them, Ed thought 
that there must be some 
wav to expand his hobby. 
Besides, he was ending up 
with a lot of loose, polished 
stones that were piling up in 
his garage 
He took a night class in 
stone 
cutting 
at 
Allan 
H ancock 
C ollege 
He 
decided to do something 
with his time rather than 
coming 
home 
from 
the 
office and flopping down in 
front of the television. He 
also read books from the 
library on different cutting 
methods and jewelry tech­ 
niques. 
Ed says that he never 
thought 
he 
was 
very 
artistic, He found an outlet 


for his creativity in a way 
he enjoys, 
working 
with 
rocks. 
Some of the unusual types 
of 
rocks 
that 
Ed 
has 
u n e a r t h e d 
i n c l u d e 
botryoidal jade, sagenite, 
agatized whale bone and 
fossilized sharks teeth. The 
jade is found in the San 
Simeon 
area 
along 
the 
beach. 
Botryoidal 
means 
shaped 
like 
a 
bunch of 
grapes and the pieces do 
have bubble-like bumps on 
the surface. It is a very rare 
stone which is highly prized 
by jade collectors. 
Sagenite 
is 
an 
agate 
which, Ed believes, is only 
found 
in 
\ i porno. 
It 
is 
unusual in that the agate 
contains mineral inclusions 
resembling 
flowers 
and 
plants. Mineral inclusions 
were 
formed 
by 
liquid 
minerals flowing in and out 
of rock while the earth was 
going through hot and cold 
upheavals in its formation

Ed made a pendant for his 
son 
out

he found. It is three million 
years old and was found in 
an area around Bakersfield 
where there used to be a 
large inland sea. As the 
earth shifted, the sea dried 
up and there was no way out 
for the fsh. They died there. 


This pendant is one of the 
many jewelry items that Ed 
makes. He started turning 
out jewelry pieces about 
five years ago. Then, he was 
using standard settings that 
could 
be bought 
by the 
boxful in craft stores. The 
problem 
he 
encountered 
was that standard pieces of 
jewelry could only incor­ 
porate 
standard sizes of 
stones. 


He became interested in 
free form cutting and had to 
develop settings to match 
the stone size. He decided to 
design 
his 
own 
settings 
which led him into the lost 
wax technique. 


Ed says that using wax is 
easier than working directly 
with liquid m etal. A wax 
model is built around a 
stone in the design that is 
wanted. A wax pen which 
dis pen se s 
liquid 
wax 
controls the flow and allows 
the craftsm an to be specific 
in his design. 
When the 
desired effect is created, 
the wax model is cast in 
metal and the stone is set in 
place. 
Sometimes, 
Ed 
studies 
one stone for a long time 
before 
deciding 
exactly 
what kind of mounting he 
feels will complement it 
best. From looking at it, he 
gets a feeling from the 
patterns and colors in the 
rock. 
This 
produces 
a 
finished product that works 
as a totality rather than as 
an individual rock in an 
individual setting. 
Ed wants to develop other 
kinds 
of 
jewelry-making 
techniques. He says that he 
bought a lot of equipment 
when he started to get tired 
up over his hobby. With the 
amount of money that he 
invested, he felt that he had 
to expand and learn other 
methods besides lost wax

plays 1 ... P-QB4 in answer 
to P-K4 and then follows 
through to take advanttage 
of the open file that occurs 
after 
the 
exchange 
of 
Pawns. 


It was stated last week 
that the Sicilian continues to 
dom inate 
grandm aster 
play, and there appears to 
be a growing interest in the 
opening. Six of the 15 games 
played 
in 
the 
matches 
between Fischer on the one 
hand and Bent Larsen of 
D enm ark 
and 
T igran 
Petrosian 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union on the other were 
Sicilian openings. Fischer 
had the Black pieces in two 
of 
the 
six 
games, 
one 
a g a in s t 
each 
of 
his 
o p p o n e n t s . 
A g a i n s t 
Petrosian he 
drew 
and 
against Larsen, he won. 
Both wins had one thing in 
c o m m on besides 
the 
outcome: 
Fischer, 
with 
Black, fianchettied his King 
Bishop. In both games, also. 
White — first Larsen and 
s o m e 
w e e k s 
l a t e r . 
Petrosian — opened with 1 > 
P-QB4 and came in on the 
fifth move to play P-K4 — in 
other words a transposition. 
The games were identical' 
through the sixth move:

analysis possible. 


It is interesting to note 
that Fischer played I ) P-K4 
each of the eight times he 
had 
White 
in 
the 
two 
matches. 
The 
practice 
duplicated his performance 
in the Second Piatigorsky 
Cup which was held in Santa 
Monica in 1966. 


To sum up, Fischer plays 
P-K4 on the opening move 
when he has White; and 
when he has Black in the 
Sicilian he fianchettis his 
KB usually several moves 
after he has moved P-KN3.

either White or Black plays 
P-QN3 or P-KN3 and then 
follows thereafter with the 
appropriate Bishop to N2.)

1 don’t know if I pointed 
out the fact at the time, but

few road shows. 
The company leased the
